We  must  guide  our  children  to  an  awareness  of  the  world  around  them  and 
lead  them  to  respond  in  a  vital  way  to  this  complex  and  wonderful  world.  But 
we  can  only  guide  them  to  respond  to  the  extent  that  we  ourselves  have  re- 
sponded. To  bring  clearer  vision  to  children,  we  must  always  be  seeking  a 
clearer  vision  for  ourselves.  As  teachers  we  can  do  no  less.
